Council Makes Study 
Of Building And 
Licensing Bylaws 

The need to revamp the build¬ 
ing and licensing bylaws of the 
Town of Coleman has been con¬ 
sidered for some time, the last 
regular meeting being devoted to 
checking the existing by laws 
and possible changes. 

All members were in attend¬ 
ance with the exception of coun¬ 
cillor Dibble. T. Costlgan, town 
solicitor sat in on the meeting to 
give legal advice. 

The building by law was con¬ 
sidered in compliance with a 
model bylaw by the town plan¬ 
ning and zoning board, local 
problems taken into considera¬ 
tion. Zoning of the town into 
three separate zones, residential, 
commercial and industrial was 
considered. No action was taken 
to formulate a definite plan, this 
matter to receive additional at¬ 
tention before going to the so¬ 
licitor for the final draft. 

Sections considered was the 
barring of erecting any more 
than one residence on a lot, pos¬ 
ition of private garages hr other 
buildings on a lot so as to be no 
closer than 5 feet to any lane or 
street. Heights of fences, shrub¬ 
bery or signs on a comer lot was 
considered to give clear vision 
at the intersection. 

Under the plan studied for 
commercial sections it was con¬ 
sidered that no service station 
or garage should be allowed 
when having an entrance or exit 
closer than 200 feet from fire 
hall, school, church or other 
such buildings. Approaches to 
tha highway according to this 


was necessary to make repres¬ 
entations to the department re¬ 
questing the road be completed 
at the earliest possible date. It 
is possible they felt the pres¬ 
sure to be severe, however, the 
speaker made no apology for 
these representations, as only In 
that way could they make our 
needs of the area known to gov¬ 
ernment authorities. Now they 
have given us an all weather 
highway, we are happy to be 
able to show our appreciation 
to the department, contractors 
and engineers. 

A plan that would see informa¬ 
tion boards along the highway 
at every Important community 
from Medicine Hat to Vancouver 
was suggested by E. R. McFar- 
lane of Lethbridge.

It was understood that motels 
or auto camps could be erected 
in the residential area at the 
council’s discretion if their de¬ 
pendency on the proximity of 
the highway warranted it. 

Under the three sections of 
the commercial zone it makes 
provision for the permission of 
some businesses that are con¬ 
ducted from the homes in the 
residential sections, yet restricts 
location of other types of busi¬ 
ness that are not desirable with¬ 
in such an area. 

In the matter of the destruc¬ 
tion by fire of an existing build¬ 
ing that does not conform with 
the new bylaw, it was felt that 
should there be destruction over 
00% it could not be rebuilt of 
the same material without the 
council’s permission. 

Standards of construction will 
be discussed with local contract¬ 
ors before any recommendations 
are made for the new bylaw. 

Problems such as “What is a 
common carrier” and similar 
questions came up during a 
check of the licensing bylaw. 
Council In their study of this 
one matter, considered each 
point as to the legal aspect and 
in the light of what is fair and 
protective to each and every 
person. A more comprehensive 
study will be made by the sec¬ 
retary-treasurer and the police 
committee before being turned 
over to the solicitor for the new 
draft. ^

THE COUSIN’S STORY 

A History Of The Crows Nest Pass Area 


The following is listed by the 
author as from Memories of 30 
Years Ago published in a special 
edition of the Fernie Free Press 
in 1905. 

Michael Phillips is by all avail¬ 
able evidence the first white man 
to traverse the Crows Nest Pass. 
He had been a factor In the 
Hudsons Bay Company posts in 
Montana and Idaho, and when 
all posts in the western portion 
of the United States were sold, 
Phillip’s post at Tobacco Plains 
was among them. Being free for 
a time he decided to go north¬ 
ward to do some prospecting. 

In 1873, in company with John 
Collins, a trapper, he started 
north up the Elk Valley. No fire 
had yet swept the valley and al¬ 
though there were no trails the 
Jfolng was comparatively easy. 
They camped for a few days at 
a place where Fernie was later 
built, then moved north and 
rediscovered an old camping site 
near some hotsprings where Mi¬ 
chel Creek comes into the Elk. 
Phillips stated that he had been 
their with Peter Boyle in the 
1860’s. They saw many of the Elk 
to which the valley owes its 
name. 

They decided to follow up Mic¬ 
hel Creek, and after travelling 
through heavy timber for several 
days, found large trails which 
were certainly not Elk trails 
passing out towards “the lake” 
Phillips writes “We found trees 
covered with buffalo hair, and 
it was evident to both of us that 
we had passed through the 
Rocky Mountains without going 
over any range”. This is the first 
trip ever made by what is now 
known as the Crows Nest Pass. 
Phillips realized the importance 
of a pass with no mountains to 
go over, so he decided to work 
for a trail. 

His account is somewhat va¬ 
gue, for he gives no details of the 
route he took, or to what lake 
he was referring, or why it took 
several days to go not more 
than ten miles, or even how the 
hot springs became moved about 
25 miles to the south. Neither 
does he mention meeting any 
white settlers in the area. Mr. 
W. S. Lees was already settled 
by the lake which bears his 
name, and he claims that in the 
same year (1873) he travelled 
from his ranch to where Frank 
stands today and discovered the 
sulphur springs there. He said 
that it was the year before the 
police came to the country. 

In the summer of 1874 Phillips 
returned with Woods, Wm. Saun¬ 
ders, and Jim Morrisey, a miner. 
They found and named Morrisey 
Creek and took out some coal. 
They named the next largo 


stream Coal Creek. Phillips con¬ 
tinues “We could find nothing 
but coal and coal everywhere.” 
Next they named Lizard Creek 
from some green lizards they 
found there. Jim Morrisey com- 
planed bitterly about finding 
only coal, but it was not until 
they went up the Bull River two 
years later that they found any¬ 
thing else. They were more tak¬ 
en by the iron and gold they 
found there than by the vast 
coal deposits of the Elk Valley. 

Phillips was able to persuade 
the B.C. government to grant 
him a small sum to define the 
trail. According to Phillips Gold 
Commissioner William Fernie 
opposed this plan saying “The 
Indians say there was no such 
pass and there Is no use wasting 
the money”. However, Phillips 
and a Mr. Ridgeway blazed the 
path through and the trail was 
made.

To most of us Christmas isn’t complete without an ilium- 
2 mated tree and fancy decorations, but carelessness has often 
brought a tragic end to this happiest day of the year. 

Being filled w th pitch and resin, a Christmas tree, espec¬ 
ially one that has dried out, can become a roaring mass of 
flames in a matter of seconds. 

Keeping the fire hazard low can he done by excersising a 
a few simple precautions. 

1. Stand your tree in water. It is the best insur¬ 
ance against fire, and stops needles falling 

2. Cut the end of the tree at a slant to help it to 
absorb moisture. 

3. Place tree away from heating equipment. 

4. If possible spray tree with fire-resist coating. 

5. Inspect your lights for loose or frqyed wires 
before putting them on tree. Do not twist the 
lights around branches. This breaks the wire. 

6. Do not leave lights burning while away. 

7. Do not overload electric outlets.

Christmas Seal contributions are Income Tax 
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Canada's Labour Force 


MOST CANADIANS ARE AWARE of the fact that during the past 
ten years opportunities for employment have changed greatly in this coun¬ 
try. During the war, many who had never before worked in industry 

were drawn into war industries, or into employment left vacant by those 

who had gone into the armed forces. After the war, the demand for labour 
in industry remained high due to the great need for civilian goods which 
had fallen behind in production during the war years. The demand for 
many types of household equipment, for houses and other buildings, for 
cars, and many other items has made the need for labour in Industry high 
in the past ten years. 

This demand has remained in spite of the fact that 
This Demand in that period Canada’s armed forces were demo- 
n pj bilized and many thousands of service men and 

nas Remained women returned to the labour market. In that 

period, too, Newfoundland joined Canada, and there has also been a large 
flow of immigration, providing many additional people to work in industry 
and on the land. A recent report made by the Canadian Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics on Canada’s labour force at the present time shows that for the first 
time in history there are more mechanical and manufacturing workers 
than there'are farm workers. During the past ten years, according to the 
report, Canada’s total labour force has grown from 4,510,000 to 5,286,153, 
an increase of 776,000. 


Are Now Fewer 
Farm Workers 


The increase in the number of industrial workers 
is not surprising in view of Canada’s industrial 
expansion in the last decade. The trend toward 
mechanization of farming has released many 
farm workers for other employment, while the attractions of urban life, 
and wages and benefits offered by industry have drawn workers from the 
land. The report shows that the number of farm workers decreased since 
1941 from 1,132,565 to 830,441, while the manufacturing and mechanical 
group increased from 744,921 to 841,368. While farm workers are not at 
this time the largest labour group, Canada remains a great agricultural 
country, with a wheat crop which has continued to set records for volume 
of production. As is the case with the mechanical and manufacturing in¬ 
dustries, agricultural production has been high in the past ten years, and 
there has been heavy demand for farm products. Although the farm 
labour force has decreased, agriculture has shared with other industries 
the prosperity of these times-.

11. Don’t speak to your opponent 
when he is set to play. Let him con¬ 
centrate on his shot. 

12. Don’t kid a player about a bad 
shot—he feels -bad enough. 

13. Don’t be too elated over a fluke, 
and don’t crab about a bad shot. 

14. Clean your stones before every 
shot. 

15. Keep your eye on the broom, 
as that is the target you are to aim 
at. 

16. Get well set and balanced at 
the hack before starting the motion 
of delivering stone.

85 Goals Of Maurice Richards 
Scoring Record Of 325 Was Made 
At Expense Of Chicago Black 
Hawks—Elmer Lach First Player 
To Reach Charmed 200-Goal 
Circle This Season 


Richard’s 825 Goals 

Maurice Richard scored more than 
his share of winning goals among 
the 325 he tallied in National Hockey 
League play. No less than 52 of the 
325 goals scored by Richard were 
game-winners. He scored 15 win¬ 
ners against New York Rangers, 11 
against Boston Bruins, 10 against 
Toronto Maple Leafs, nihe against 
Chicago Black Hawks, and seven 
against Detroit Red Wings. 

Montreal Canadiens’ Maurice Rich¬ 
ard gets more deadly around the op¬ 
position's nets as the game progress¬ 
es. He enjoys his greatest goal out¬ 
put in the second and third periods. 
The Rocket notched 116 goals in the 
second session and 115 in the final 
frame. He scored 94 in the opening 
period. 

Chicago Black Hawks have been 
Maurice Richard's “cousins” during 
his 11-year tenure in the National 
Hockey League. The N.H.L. goal¬ 
scoring record holder accounted for 
85 of his 325 goals against Chicago. 
New York Rangers and Detroit are 
next to his liking. He scored .63 
goals against New York and 61 
against the Red Wings. The fiery 
French Canadian flashed on the red 
light 59 times behind the Toronto 
goal. He had his most trouble with 
Boston, scoring 57 goals against the 
Bruins. 

Rocket Richard isn’t a “homer” 
when it comes to scoring goals. In 
establishing his N.H.L. goal-scoring 
record of 325, the scintillating right 
winger scored 194 times at home and 
131 on the road. The 194 goals on 
Montreal Forum ice is not out of pro¬ 
portion with the 131 away from home 
when it’s taken into consideration 
that Richard plays five times as 
many games at home as he does in 
any other N.H.L. city. 

Goalkeeper Harry Lumley of the 
Toronto Maple Leafs has been 
Maurice Richard’s favorite twine- 
tender. The Rocket has scored 53 
of his 325 goals against husky Harry. 
Lumley allowed most of these goals 
when he was playing with Detroit 
and Chicago, before coming to the 
Leafs. Chuck Rayner, injured goalie 
of the New York Rangers, was an¬ 
other Richard favorite. Hockey’s 
“Mr. Eyebrows” was beaten 42 times 
by the tempestuous , Richard. Turk 
Broda, retired Toronto goalie, was 
the victim of 34 Richard goals. Three 
of the present National League goal¬ 


keepers,--Jim Henry, Boston; Terry 
Sawchuk, Detroit; and A1 Rollins, 
Chicago; were beaten by Richard for 
20, 13 and nine goals respectively. 

Top Goal-Getters 

Elmer Lach of Montreal Canadiens, 
became the first player in the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League to enter the 
charmed 200-goal circle this season 
when he scored his 200th N.H.L. 
tally on November 8. However, there 
are four other players in the League 
who are getting very close to that 
figure. Ted Lindsay of Detroit with 
194 goals on the morning of Novem¬ 
ber 13, and Ted Kennedy of Toronto 
with 193, should make the 200-goal 
club before many, games have , 
elapsed. On the morning of Novem- ; 
ber 13, Sid Abel, Chicago’s playing ■ 
coach, had 185 tallies and Gaye i 
Stewart of the Rangers had 184. ■ 
Stewart has yet to score a goal this ' 
season. 

Hrrgy Outstanding Performer 

Wally Hergesheimer, tiny right 
winger of the New York Rangers, is 
one of the outstanding performers in 
the National Hockey League. The 
25-year-old sophomore can finish off 
a play better than almost anyone in 
the League. Wally became the first 
N.H.L. player to score four goals in 
one game this season. He tallied 
four times against Chicago on No¬ 
vember 12, and missed by a fraction | 
getting a fifth goal. In the Rangers’ 
opener in New York against Boston, 
he scored all three New York goals 
to give the Blues a 3-3 draw with 
the Bruins. There. have been four 
Hat Tricks in the ifl.H.L. this season 
and Hergesheimer has accounted for 
half of them. 

Top goal scorer in the N.H.L. on 
the morning of November 13 with 10 
goals, "Hergy” was also one of the 
loop’s leading scorers last season. 
He scored 26 times in his freshman 
year and was one of the few players 
to score three times in one game.

How to Develop a Hard Shot 

A powerful pair of wrists is an 
important factor in goal scoring.

The 
player with strong wrists can really 
drive that puck. 

Two drills to build wrist strength 
are: 

1. Extend, your arms out in front 
of you at shoulder height. Make as 
large a circle with both hands as you 
possibly can. Rotate both ways. 

2. Hold arms out to side at shoul¬ 
der height with palm down. Flap 
hands up and down as far as pos¬ 
sible. Start slowly and increase to 
all-out pace. 

Do these exercises as much as pos¬ 
sible. 

High Knees Break Tackles 

A high knee action is one of the 
most effective ball carrying tricks in 
breaking and discouraging would-be 
tacklers. Here’s the idea. When 
driving into the line or when ap¬ 
proaching a tackier in the open field, 
start those knees driving up. and 
down as if you are trying to hit your 
chin with your knees. Quite often 
the tackier is likely to hesitate be¬ 
fore he dives into such hard driving 
knees. If your legs are driving hard 
in this way your chance of driving 
his arms away or knocking his tackle 
joff are much better. Don’t forget, 
practice getting those knees up really 
high. _
